AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING THE 1989 
PALM BEACH COUNTY COMPREHENSIVE PLAN ADOPTED BY 
ORDINANCE NO. 89-17, AS AMENDED, AMENDING THE TEXT 
OF THE FOLLOWING ELEMENTS OF THE PLAN: MASS 
TRANSIT, HOUSING, CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS, 
INTRODUCTION/ADMINISTRATION, ALL ELEMENTS REGARDING 
SUBSTITUTION OF TERMS, AND ECONOMIC; AMENDING THE 
THOROUGHFARE RIGHT-OF-WAY IDENTIFICATION MAP; 
PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES OF PALM BEACH COUNTY; 
AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County adopted the 1989 Comprehensive 
Plan on August 31, 1989 by Ordinance No. 89-17; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County amends the 1989 Comprehensive 
Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County staff has initiated 
amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in 
order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public 
of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency 
conducted a public hearing on October 21, 1992 and December 2, 
1992 the proposed amendments to review the proposed amendments 
to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and паде 
recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 
163, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners, as the governing body of Palm Beach County, 
conducted a public hearing on December 14, 1992 pursuant to 
Chapter 163, Florida Statutes to review the recommendations of 
the Local Planning agency, whereupon the Board of County 
Commissioners authorized transmittal of proposed amendments to

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received Department of 
Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, and Comments 
(ORC) Report" dated April 19, 1993 which was the Department's 
written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; 
and 

WHEREAS, on June 14, 1993, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the 
written comments submitted by the Department of Community 
Affairs and to consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County has determined that the amendments as modified meet the 
"Objections, Recommendations and Comments Report" raised by 
the Department of Community Affairs and comply with all 
requirements of the Local Government Comprehensive Planning 
and Land Development Regulations Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

Part IV. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made 
a part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach 
County, Florida. The Sections of the Ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word 
"ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or any 
other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective 


upon receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.

TO: Continued growth in Palm Beach County has brought about a need tor developing a 
multi-modal transportation system. With traffic approaching or exceeding capacity on major 
roadways, public transportation is becoming more viable as a way to alleviate the problem. 
Public transportation, particularly bus service, plays a key role in providing mobility to 
residents of Palm Beach County. Planning for existing and future transit needs is 
accomplished by the Metropolitan Planning Organization. The primary service provider 
is the Palm Beach County Transportation Authority (CoTran) and Florida Transit Manage- 
ment, Inc. The Board of County Commissioners, sitting as the Palm Beach County 
Transportation Authority, provides te three types of service on a regular basis. The first 
is a fixed-route system using standard buses operating on thoroughfares in the County. The 
second type involves paratransit services for the elderly and handicapped. The third service 
is feeder and distributor fixed-route bus service for the Tri-County Commuter Rail 
Authority.

Recognizing that direct financial assistance is necessary to stimulate the production 
of required è »rdable housing units, the County will develop new financial resources 
to create a Housing Trust Fund for the construction of very low, low and moderate 
income housing. The County shall establish dedicated sources of revenue to provide 
an annual capital contribution to the Housing Trust Fund equal to a minimum of 
three one million dollars ebad+veteremtaxes toward the total cost of producing those 
housing units needed by very low, and low income families.

The East Central Governmental Complex is located in West Palm Beach just east 
of I-95 on North Olive between First and Fourth Streets. The complex is comprised 
of the Governmental Center, Governmental Center Parking Garage, Ceurtheuse--end 
Courthouse Annex, Judicial Center, State Attorney/Public Defender Building, and 


Judicial Center Parking Center. The complex has approximately 1,199,585 square 
feet.

Cemmissienerscsitting-as-the Local Planning Agency (LPA). 


The Beard LPA may accept, reject or modify any action taken by the Department, 
and in making its decision, shall have all administrative authority of the Department. 


The determination of the LPA may be appealed to the BCC by the petitioner, staff, 
Or any aggrieved or adversely affected party as defined by Florida Statutes, Section 
163.3215(2). The BCC may accept, reject or modify any action taken by the LPA. 





5. ALL ELEMENTS OF THE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN:
